A D e c i s i o n of tho Minnesota' Supremo Court haw lie en an­ 
nounced which rules on* filing for poHtlical offices higher than 
county officials, which do not reach the proper state officers on the 
day designated by law, regardless of the eta he on which they were 
mailed. 
The ruling bars filings for county officers later than 5 p. 
rn. of May 29. 
Among the filings which had been ma/iled May IO and bore the 
postmark cf that date, but were not delivered until May l l and 
were then accepted by the Secretary of State, were those of John 
Knutsen and Peter J. Seberger of St. Cloud, who had filed as can­ 
didates for C'cngresis from tho Sixth district. 
Under the decision 
of the Supreme Court both these filings are held as not proper and 
will be taken off the prim ary ballots. This leaves Ffarold Knutson 
ae the only Congressional candidate now in the field in this dis­ 
trict. 
However, while John Knutsen and Seberger are barred 
from the primary, they may file by petition as Independents for 
the fall election. 
Another Congressional candidate who is disqualified under 
the Court’s ruling is Iver M. Kalnew of Alexandria, who was a 
candidate for nomination on the Farm er-Labor ticket -in the Sev­ 
enth district. 
This means a close and bitter political struggle be­ 
tween C onfr eonian1 A. J. Volstead and Rev. O. J. Kvale at the 
November election. 
Rev. Kvale, indorsed by both the Farm er- 
Labor and Democratic conventions, did not file for the prim ary 
election. 
, 
The chances of Kvale, with Democratic endorsement and a 
clear field with the radii cals, are regarded as considerably end anc,od 
by this ruling. 
It will Ik* remembered that he defeated Volstead 
in the 1920 Republican primaries, but was disqualified under the 
corrupt practices act.

I t I s plain that the nations of Europe are at present at least in 
no mood to disarm, or even to substantially reduce the size of their 
armies, and no material progress toward the reduction of land 
armaments can be Nocked for during the next three or four years. 
Indeed, of all the nations participating in the Washington Con­ 
ference, only China has as yet ratified the treaty which provides 
for naval limitations, though it is expected th at similar action will 
be taken shor tly by Japan. 
The disarmament experts of the League of Nations, and the 
members of the temporary mixed commission on armaments, do 
net expect any further action toward reduction of land armaments 
for several year's. This mixed commission on armaments is the in­ 
strum ent through which the League has been trying for the last 
two years to make some headway in the direction of world dis­ 
armament. 
I he commission was created iii September, 1920, by 
the first assembly of the League, and will end its work this June, 
when a final report will be drawn up for the September meeting 
of the assembly.
